DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Mayor Epley of Southampton was seen inspecting 
a particular subway car at the Southampton 
Station last Thursday at noon. He checked to 
see if the sliding doors closed and opened okay. 
It delayed the train a minute or two. 


THE CHASE 

Passengers reported that a train on the 
straightaway between East Hampton and 
Bridgehampton sped up to nearly 70 miles an 
hour last Tuesday afternoon at 2 p.m. We of 
course knew about it. A very important person 
was on the train in front of the train that sped 
up and it was necessary to bring that important 
person a message by hand while in transit. 
That’s all we can tell you about it. 


DELAY 

Trains backed up going westbound into Quogue 
at 4 p.m. on Monday. A bird had alighted on 
the tracks between Quogue and East Quogue 
and it took about 20 minutes for an expert to 
determine that the bird was just a common 
seagull and not an Albino Flutterer, a bird that 
closely resembles a seagull but is seriously

NEW PLATINUM SUBWAY CARDS 

For an extra $20, Hamptons Subway now 
offers a 100-ride platinum subway card. It is 
available at all token booths. The platinum card 
allows the customer to get on the subway 
before the regular card holders. Just flash it. 
But remember the platinum card does not 
allow you to get on before the holders of black 
subway cards. It just takes precedence over 
regular subway cards. 


PRIVILEGES: PUSHING THE LIMITS 

It is still legal to bring food onto Hamptons 
Subway. It’s been brought to our attention, 
however, that there is a new high-end takeout 
service that will serve you a 1 7-course meal, one 
course at a time handed to you by a uniformed 
server at each of the 17 platforms. We think this 
might be pushing the envelope. We are looking 
closely at our bylaws. 


REMINDER 

Unaccompanied dogs may not go under the 
turnstiles without paying and may not take 
the subway from one town to another by 
themselves, even if an approval has been made 
with a low level subway employee.

The Hamptons Police moved last week to 
temporarily halt a new library lending program, 
citing safety concerns. The program, an 
initiative of the East End Jarvis Hoover Memorial 
Regional Library in Napeague, was established 


_ last month to provide library patrons with 


quality hunting equipment: starting in early 
May and up until the program was halted, 
library card holders were able to check out 


hunting rifles, hunting knives and camouflage ~ 


suits from the Hoover Library’s supply. In 
addition, a collection of beer helmets, which 
allow for hands-free consumption of alcoholic 
beverages (or soft drinks, if desired) while 
one’s hands are occupied with holding a rifle, 
were available to patrons for their use.

ry he North and South Forks are not dependent 


-upon each other. They are entirely separate - 


_ things, with the North the land of agriculture 
and wine and the South the land of celebrities, 
surfers and tycoons.

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Historical re-enactment of the 1942 Nazi Saboteur U-boat Landing in Amagansett

Remembering the Night the Nazis Landed in Amagansett

: week, Austria came within a hair of 
4 electing a fascist president who would have 
curtailed democracy in that country. England 
will vote next week to decide whether to leave 
the European Union. And elsewhere other 
democracies are frightened. 

The cause of much of this, of course, is 
immigration from Muslim countries into Europe 
and elsewhere, largely because of the activities 
of radical Islam causing terror at home and 
abroad and tapping into the primal fear of 
democratic people everywhere. 

“Just one more terrorist attack in England 
between now and their vote and they will be out 
of the European Union,” a friend told me. 

This fear is also causing the rise of politicians 
in the United States who tap into that fear. 
The populace turns to someone who will build 
walls or send foreigners away to keep us safe. 
Freedom and democracy are temporarily 
shoved into the backseat. It leads to personal 
searches at airports, censorship, breaking into 
people’s homes at night, torture and sending 


people back to where they came from. Thus can 
democracy die. 

For years here in America, we have wondered, 
particularly after 9/11, what it was that Al 
Queda or the Taliban or ISIS wants. They can’t 
beat us in a face-to-face war. What they can do 
is bring down democracies as fear pervades 
everywhere. And then these places become ripe 
for the dictatorships they espouse—beheadings 
come to mind—to keep the people in line. 

There was a time, of course, when here in 
America our government dealt straight on with 
such threats. It became a fight to the death to 
preserve our freedoms. But during the fight, 
many freedoms were set aside. 

It was World War IL. 

As a result, | have become fascinated by a 
particular incident that occurred in Amagansett 
in 1942, in the early days of that war. At 
the time newspapers were censored, people 
weren't allowed out to the beaches at night, 
gasoline and rubber and tin and butter were 
rationed, and people had to watch what they 
said. “Loose Lips Sink Ships” was the motto on 
one particular poster. It was that time’s version 


Patria Baradi Pacis 


of “See Something, Say Something.” There was a 
fight going on between good and evil. 

What happened on June 13, 1942 is that a 
Nazi submarine surfaced just off Amagansett 
and the sailors onboard sent four Germans 
trained as terrorists ashore in a rubber boat. 
They had with them boxes of high explosives 
that they intended to use to attack factories, 
department stores, the New York City water 
supply, railroad stations and storage facilities. 
This was the first group expected to land. More 
groups of terrorists would come every six 
weeks for years to follow. 

Had these terrorists been caught on the 
beach, they would have been shot on the spot. 
When they got inland and were rounded up, 
they were not arrested and put on trial as is 
our law of the land. They were not even given 
a military trial. Instead, they were presented 
to a “commission” headed up by generals who 
listened to testimony for a few days and gave 
their recommendation to President Roosevelt, 
who then decided that all of them were to be 
summarily executed in what would be the largest 
mass death sentence all (Cont'd on next page)

on the same day in the history of this country. 

The leader of the men did not get executed, 
however. He was sentenced to 30 years in 
prison. The reason stated was that he had given 
the Americans all sorts of German information 
that would help this country win the war. 
The President wanted to send a message to 
other terrorists. Come over to the bright side. 
You will be spared. Indeed, Hitler ordered the 
program cancelled. 

One part of this story, however, particularly 
fascinated me. On the beach in Amagansett 
late that June night, the terrorists were seen 
by a 22-year-old American Coast Guardsman on 
patrol with a flashlight. 

The leader of the terrorists, a man named 
George Dasch, was under orders to kill any 


American who stumbled upon what they were 
doing on the Amagansett beach that night, with 
the body taken back out to the sub for burial at 
sea. The killing was to be done by two German 


sailors who had rowed the terrorists to the 


beach. They each had submachine guns. When 
the coast guardsman appeared, they were right 
there on the shore by the inflatable, making 
sure everything went right. = 

But Dasch, instead of obeying orders, went 
over to the coast guardsman and told him he’d 
be killed if he came any closer. “Do you have a 
father?” he asked. “A mother? Do you want to 
see them again?” 

Dasch then gave this young man money 
and told him to run for his life, which he 
did. Indeed, it was this coast guardsman who

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alerted everyone that something was afoot. 
By that time, however, the Germans had 


snuck away to the Amagansett Railroad Station - 


and got away to New York City. Twenty-four 
hours later, Dasch quietly went to the FBI’s New 
York office and let them know he would shortly 
be going to Washington to give the $1.3 million 
(in today’s money) in cash he had been given 
to run this terrorist operation for the next two 
years to J. Edgar Hoover himself. And then, with 
Dasch telling them what to do, the others came 
to be arrested by the agents of the FBI. 


The killing was to be done by two 

German sailors who had rowed the 
terrorists to the beach. They each 

had submachine guns. 


Numerous books have been written about this 
little-known incident. In them, George Dasch 
is presented as a turncoat, a squealer and a 
coward. It is said he had only decided to do this 
deed after realizing he’d made a huge mistake 
with the Coast Guardsman. The FBI wined him 
and dined him for six days in Washington, then 
arrested him and tried to have him executed 
with the others.

~ Wistful Thinking 
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Having Robots Do the Work Should Be America’s Good Fortune

he attraction of Donald Trump, such as it is, 

is based on his promise to totally ignore the 
currently structured government—executive, 
legislative and judicial—and by brushing it all 
aside and using his own strengths as a deal 
maker, bring more jobs to America. We used 
to have good jobs. Now we don’t have them. 
Trump will send those who have stolen the 
good jobs from the American working class 
back to where they came from and build a tall 
wall so they can’t get back in. He will primarily 
use our military as a service to be leased and 
paid for by our allies, and he will badger and 
even penalize businesses that want to move 
their factories overseas. 

As this is a really bizarre bunch of ideas, the 
current campaign for the Presidency—all caught 
up in name-calling and a kind of Paul Revere 
wake-up Call to join in keeping democracy from 
collapsing into a Donald Trump dictatorship— 


the conversation really has come to ignore the 
problem of fewer jobs and lower hourly pay. 

It seems that Hillary Clinton, but especially 
Barack Obama, doesn’t even think that America 
has a problem. Obama points to unemployment 
at under 5%. He points to the economy 
expanding. Not long ago, he stood on the 
factory floor of the Saft America manufacturing 
company in Jacksonville, Florida—a company 
that makes batteries—and he spoke to the 
500 factory workers who now work there since 
the factory was built after funding came from a 
federal grant in 2009. 

The assembly line is humming. Thanks to his 
American Investment and Recovery Act, he told 
the workers, the people have good jobs again. 
America is on the move. 

What he didn’t talk about was the fact that 
in the old days such a factory needed 5,000 
workers to make batteries. Today the same 
number of batteries comes off the assembly 
line with one-tenth the number of workers. The 


reason is that robots are doing what the other 
4,500 workers used to do. Furthermore Saft 
America is owned by a French company. Profits 
go to the French. 

Also what he didn’t talk about—I’m not even 
sure he even knows about it—is, for the first 
time since job-force record-keeping has been 
done, the total of those no longer looking for 
work EXCEEDED those who want work but can’t 
find it. And the two added together were in the 
double digits for the first time in years. So much 
for the fairytale of a robust working economy. 

Indeed, you can no longer make ends meet 
with a working class job in America, and even 
if there’s two of you, it’s a stretch. Supporting 
a family? For that you lean on unemployment, 
welfare, free medical care, food stamps and 
sitting at home getting by on the safety net if 
that’s all there is. Many are ashamed of this, 
thinking it is a bad example to set for their kids. 

Blame it on the world economy. People from 
the Third World. and (Cont'd on next page) 
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many other countries are used to working 
hard, making ridiculously low pay and, here in 
America, are willing to double- or triple-up in 
houses, and, with that, even send some of what 
they make to their families back home. And 
there is another break for some of these people, 
who are working illegally: they don’t pay taxes. 

This appears to be a sorry, sorry state for 
the American public, and it certainly is fertile 
ground for the likes of Donald Trump. His 
supporters, mostly the white, out-of-work 
majority, think he will unravel this horrendous 
situation. And of course he can’t. We are too far 
down the road. And when you get to specifics 
with him, there aren’t any. 

But here’s what I think. I think pAGEE eae: is 
looking at this situation upside down. 


When I was a little boy in the 1950s, it was, 
indeed, all about jobs. Everyone got by if they 
had a job. And with a job, they were proud of 
themselves. And they were proud Americans. 

When I was 12 years old, my dad took me to 
where he worked. He was the sales manager 
for the O’Dell Cosmetics Company in Bellville, 
New Jersey. On the day he took me along, | 
vividly remember going to the big factory floor 
in Bellville, where about 100 workers stood 
happily by conveyor belts as empty bottles 
came down a chute, got injected with white 
hair tonic, got capped, got labeled, got boxed, 
got sealed shut and put into trucks to be driven 
off to pharmacies around the Northeast. People 
chattered away as they worked on the floor. 
They had jobs.

They were making enough to support a family 
on, of course, though not much more. But the 
floor was dusty and badly lit and noisy, and 
here they were doing exactly the same thing 
over and over and over for eight hours a day, 
and then they’d go home, come back the next 
day and do it again. 

I decided I never wanted to work on the floor 
of a factory. It was dreadful.

By the time I was in high school, the dream 
had changed. In the future, robots would do 
all this crappy work. Americans workers could 
stay home. They would go on long vacations.

Well, you know what? Being without a 
good-paying job is exactly what has happened 
It’s come about with robots 
and immigrants willing to do the work for $10 
an hour.

What 
they should want really is something to do 
that would be fun, and that the food will get 
put on the table.

The former middle class of Americans should 
be only lightly employed. Business owners 
could get rich running things. As for the 
rest, there should be fun. The robots will do 
the work. There should be no dole. Indeed, 
right now there are a huge number of people 
employed by the government administering the 
dole. Instead, the dole should be slowly phased 
out, with those administering the dole getting 
re-trained into new jobs that would teach the 
general non-working public how to, with part 
of their time, do voluntary things that would 
make them happy, and in exchange get money, 
food, shelter, medical care and schooling. 
Enjoy our free time. Do exactly what would 
make us proud. 

You can call it socialism, communism, 
volunteerism, a proud American joanne: 
whatever. It will work. .

A ny child of the ’90s can sing the chorus to

Now Hawkins is back, and the legendary 
singer/songwriter will be performing songs from 
her upcoming album at Amagansett’s Stephen 
Talkhouse on June 18. She’s no stranger to Long 
Island and is excited for the show. “I used to go 
to Sag Harbor in the summers when I was a kid. 
So much of the aréa resonates with me.” 

Known for her powerful storytelling and 
distinctive voice on tracks such as “I Want 
You” and “Right Beside You,” Hawkins reflects 
on the source of her inspiration.

This Week’s Cower Artist: Gia Schifano

The 


rippling effect Gia 
Pieschifano . creates “id: her 
fourth cover for Dan’s 
_ Papers is a trick. You think, 
_ “That’s exactly what the 
_ reflection of a boat in the 
_ calm water of a marina looks 
_ like.” How can that be? This 
is neither a photograph nor 
a video. It’s very obviously 
paint. It’s the soft outline of 
the hull, the deepening shadows closer to the 
dock, how the water turns from bright blue to 
a murkier green/gray. Each element blends into 
the next as in a memory—and that’s why the 
image seems so lifelike: This is how we recall a 
summer day, a boat and its watery reflection, 
in our mind’s eye. Here, Schifano discusses 
the inspiration she finds on the East End of 
Long Island. 
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How did “Red Boat Reflection” [the cover 
image] come to be? 

The boats in the painting are located at Morgan 
Park in Glen Cove. When I’m not out east, I like 


to explore the areas on the North Shore. I take © 


my camera everywhere. Specifically, I’m looking 
for landscapes that reflect beautifully in still 
water and evoke a sense of peacefulness. Even 
so, there’s nothing quite like a clear Hamptons 
sky over calm water—you know, when the light 
is a pink glow just above the horizon. 


What was it like spending time 
on the East End when you were 
growing up? 

I’m from New Hyde Park 
originally, but I spent every 
summer of my life from Memorial 
Day through Labor Day—and then 
some!—in North Sea. I’m still so 
grateful that my father made the 
decision to buy our house almost 
60 years ago. When I was young, 
we would say we were going to 
the country. Now, my family says 
they’re “going to the Hamptons.” 
So much has changed, but the 
feeling we get when we smell the 
sea air, watch the sunset, see the stars and just 
feel the peace and simplicity of it all—that will 
never change. That’s the feeling I try to capture 
in each of my paintings. 


You don’t sketch first—just get your paints 
ready and get to it. Where do you start? 

I usually work by blocking out the basic 
colors and then go right into the detail from 
there. I’m a self-taught artist. All that means is 
that I didn’t attend a fine arts college. I never 
took any classes beyond what I learned in high 
school. I-use whatever knowledge of “rules” | 
have and improvise along the way. 

I've recently started using water soluble 
oil paint, which allows me to work without 
turpentine and which dries faster. I paint at 
least two hours a night almost every night after 


work. I sometimes have a couple 
of pieces going at the same time 
because I’m not patient when it 
comes to waiting for a layer to dry 
so I can add detail on top. I play 
the paintings off each other. That 
way | always have something I 
can work on. 


What artists have influenced 
’ your work? 

If I had to choose famous 
artists that inspire me, they’d 
be [Edward] Hopper, [Andrew] 
Wyeth and other American 
realists—although the works of. 

Peter Max do make me feel creative. The real 
inspiration comes from all the wonderful Long 
Island artists | admire. There’s a huge number — 
of talented people out here and I’m blessed to 
know so many of them. 

This year, I became a Member Artist of bj. 

It’s already helped 
me grow creatively. With no limits on size, like: 
you find in most shows, I can work as big as | 
like without restriction.

ARCHITECT PROFILE || BEHIND THE HEDGES 


lorence, Italy, gave the world the Renaissance, the brilliance of 

Michelangelo and Brunelleschi, the legacies of Machiavelli and 

the Medici. It has not, at least by popular accounts of history, 
given anything directly to the Hamptons. Until you stroll through architect 
Bruce Nagel’s new door on Main Street in Westhampton Beach and into 
The Architect's Gallery. And that door, be assured, is always open. 

Sitting at the long table that stretches down the center of the 
space across the street from the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center, Nagle has his back to a series of 
16 black-and-white photos of some of the most stunning architectural 
works the Hamptons has known. Each is unique, there is no cookie- 
cutter style here, and each is reflective of Nagel’s personal approach 
to architecture, the love of connecting and interacting with people that 
informs his work. Architecture is, at its heart, not necessarily about boards 
and beams, or even blueprints. Designs are drafted to realize dreams. 
There is science to it, but also art and a humanity that, for Nagel, in some 
sort of variation on a golden mean, tips things in the latter direction. 

The sensibility that drove Nagel to open The Architect's Gallery is the 
same one that makes him ask his clients to write a narrative about the 
home they envision, how they picture themselves living, down to every 
possible detail and adjective they can conjure, before he begins its design. 
Reading these lines, and what's between them, Nagel says, “is trying 
to learn more about them as people instead of just learning what their 
needs are. Because needs are one thing, feelings and comfort and 
attitude are better, because | want to add a color or a flavor to what they 
are trying to achieve. 

“| do houses, | don’t do office buildings,” he continues. Those photos 
behind him certainly don’t argue the assertion. “People live in their houses, 
So it has to be very personal. And if they're not personal with me, then | 
can't be personal back to them and give them what is really the way to 
solve their needs on a personal level.” 

Sometimes, of course, we don’t know we are in need of something until 
it's right in front of us, placed by fate or whatever force put it there and, 
we might find, gave us a little nudge in the right direction. 

In the mid 1970s, having just graduated from Harvard, Nagel headed off 
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to Europe “for an extended period of time, four or five months—I thought | 
would travel and see all of Europe,” he recounts. “Halfway through my trip, 
| wound up in Italy, and | spent the rest of my trip never leaving Italy.” From 
the tone in his voice, he still hasn't fully left. 

“In that extended time | was traveling in Italy, | kept coming 
back to Florence. It just felt, the city had a certain scale, and it’s 
just jam-packed full of architectural treasures. There's not a lot of 
cities where you can walk around and see angels on the sides 
of buildings.” 

A larger influence than any of the structures, however, were the people 
he met. “That was kind of the beginning for me of realizing how much | 
like people,” he says. “When | was in Italy, people were so friendly, open, 
warm. When they go to Europe, plenty of Americans feel Europeans are 
cold or hard to get to know, but | think it’s just because they don't really 
open themselves up. If you become available, people respond.” 

Over the ensuing decades, Nagel went back on short visits, but about 
six or seven years ago, with New York winters finally getting to be enough 
for the boy from San Antonio, he and his wife, Darlene, decided to take 
an extended trip. One year followed the next, and Nagel discovered that 
he could not only work in Florence for a month or so while ice covered 
the East End, but that he wanted to bring back an intangible piece of the 
culture, one naturally connected to the people. 

“When you're in Florence, there’s such a social interaction between 
people who are on the street and, in many cases, in stores—clothing or 
whatever. People go into those places and they don’t feel like they have to 
be taken out of that space because they didn’t buy anything. People are 
talking, asking questions, it’s social. It’s a social interaction, it’s not just a 
commercial venture.” 

Upon returning home from one of these trips a few years ago, he and 
Darlene determined that the Hamptons was in need of a space where 
“the people on the street have the ability to just walk into a place and not 
feel pressured by ‘how can | help you’ or ‘what do you want to buy,’ and 
so we fostered this idea, about doing an architectural office that made 
people feel like that.” They chose Westhampton Beach for its particular 
culture, the nighttime strollers with ice cream cones (Continued on page 20) 
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(Continued from page 18) 


or concert tickets in hand, the couples and the families enjoying the street 
musicians and gazing in the shop windows. 

As for the gallery location itself, it’s one that Nagel had contemplated for 
some time, a destination that just needed the right point in his journey. “I 
started thinking, what do | really want this space to be? Do | want it to be 
an architect's office with a desk and a secretary? | always feel that’s kind 
of off-putting to the public. The only reason you are going into that office 
is to meet and do business. And | didn’t want it to feel like to come in here 
you had to do business. 

“So we then kind of evolved into this idea that it was a gallery rather than 
an office, and | could be more receptive to people coming in. I’m here to 
talk to people, to interact with people, and for the first time let the gallery 
be a showplace.” 

For his architecture, surely, but also for a side that not many have been 
introduced to yet: Bruce Nagel, Photographer. Nagel is looking forward 
to sharing that side of himself, to the feedback—good or bad-to his work. 

“Im an advanced amateur, but it’s a passion | have. One of the things 
many architects have in their repertoire, is many architects are artists. They 
don’t just do architecture, or maybe they were brought to architecture 
because they were really interested in painting or sculpting or something 
like that and realized they couldn’t make a living doing that, so they 
thought they'd be an architect, because it’s a profession that allows you 
to be an artist.” 

On the wall opposite the shots of his architecture is a set of 16 photos 
made by Nagel himself. Each a moment, a vision, a feeling from a point 
in time between right now and when he began shooting at age 18. 
They range in subject from birch trees to a box of old tools, European 
architectural details to the expanse of Death Valley, an eclectic mix that 
Nagel’s wife selected from the tens of thousands of photos he’s done over 
the years, each a glimpse at the world not only through Nagel’s lens, but 
through his eyes. Individually and taken together, they evoke the soul of 
one of his true inspirations, Ansel Adams. “You don’t make a photograph 
just with a camera,” Adams said. “You bring to the act of photography all 
the pictures you have seen, the books you have read, the music you have 
heard, the people you have loved.” 

By design, the photos are all black-and-white—both Nagel’s and those 
of his architecture, which he never shoots, being too close to the subject. 
It's common, particularly here in the Hamptons, to see photos of homes 
and estates in opulent color, but the essence of the works on display is 
precisely that they are not that. 

“| started to think how perfect it would be to have the combination, with 
my photography being black-and-white, to have the architecture become 


more what | would say is elemental, more basic,” Nagel points out. “That 
it’s not color, it’s not about seeing the green grass, it’s about seeing the 
elements of the architecture. And what better way to do that, to get it to 
kind of its purest form, than to eliminate color and just show it in black-and- 
white. Because then you're just looking at objects, you're not looking at 
the pretty blue sky and the white fluffy clouds—they’re there, and people’s 
minds can think that it’s blue, but it makes people think a little bit more 
about the objects.” 

Nagel has spent a career orchestrating meaning within spaces, so in 
defining this new home for the photos, for himself to work, for guests, 
strangers and friends alike to enter, he has created a venue that naturally 
sparks reflection, contemplation, interaction. 

“When | was thinking about making the space—as an architect now, 
creating an environment-I wanted it to feel very welcoming, that people 
felt when they came in they weren’t feeling as if they were interrupting, 
and that visually it had a soothing quality, that it was not visually disturbing 
or confusing. | just wanted to make it really simple, and,” he pauses 
oh so briefly and chuckles, “it’s really simple. And sometimes simple is 
very, very useful in terms of, you don’t want the space to overpower, 
you want the objects you are trying to present to be the focus of 
people’s attention. 

“Now, it’s very funny, because that’s what | was thinking, but every 
person who walks in here, the only thing they really talk about—I| mean, 
they love the work, but they are talking about the space. How this Is so 
beautiful, the light is so great, they love the floor, even the paint color. | 
said to my wife, this is too bizarre. | wanted them to notice this,” he says, 
gesturing toward the photos on the walls, then giving a flourish of his arms 
as if grabbing and embracing all the space around them, “and they’re 
noticing this.” 

Exactly what they are noticing is almost secondary to the experience. 
As long as they are there, engaging with Nagel’s vision and one another, 
creating community and enlivening a public space in the truest sense of 
the term. 

“One of the wonderful things that happens in Florence is, because people 
live in such tight quarters, the streets and the piazzas of the city become 
people’s living rooms,” Nagel says. “And people get out of their apartments 
at night, whole families, husbands, wives, children, grandparents, all 
together, sitting in the piazza, talking, seeing their friends. Consequently, 
that’s one of the things that attracted us about trying to do the gallery. 
We can't build a piazza right outside of our space, but we can open 
the door and say everybody is welcome to come in.”

Starting this year, Mold Remediation 
a licensed field in New York State. Here are five facts that you should 
fae in order to ensure that you're protected by the license law if you're 
considering having your home remediated in 2016 or thereafter. 


DIFFERENT MOLD JOBS REQUIRE DIFFERENT MOLD LICENSES 
If your house has a mold issue, you first need to hire a Licensed 
Mold Assessment Contractor to facilitate your remediation project. An 
Assessment Contractor's job is to inspect and assess your property 
in order to discover the existence of mold (i.e., sometimes what 
you think is mold is not actually mold, so get a professional to confirm 
prior to spending your money on an expensive project). Next, you will 
need to hire a licensed home improvement contractor to remediate 
the underlying source of moisture. Remember, if you don’t fix the 
source of the moisture, the mold will return as moisture coupled with 
organic material (i.e., most of your house is composed of organic 
materials), which is what causes mold to grow. Then, you will need 
to hire a Licensed Mold Remediation Contractor, who employs 
Licensed Mold Abatement Workers, to remove, clean, sanitize 
and disinfect your mold issue. Interestingly, New York State Licensees in 
Mold Assessment, Remediation and Abatement are expressly precluded 
from remediating the source of your moisture problem by their license law. 
Instead, you will need to hire a home improvement contractor, which is 
a job that is licensed on the county level (also in certain towns/villages) 
rather than on the state level. 


DETERMINING THAT YOUR CONTRACTOR IS LICENSED 

New York State’s Department of Labor is charged with regulating and 
enforcing mold-related licensing requirements. The Department of Labor 
offers a Licensed Mold Contractors search tool that is accessible on its 
website at labor.ny.gov/workerprotection/safetyhealth/mold/frequently- 
asked-questions-general.shtm 


YOU NEED TO HIRE TWO COMPANIES TO GET THE JOB DONE 
The mold license law precludes the same company or individual from 
performing both mold assessment and mold remediation on the same 
project. In fact, the law precludes a person from owning an interest 
in separate entities that are each separately performing either mold 
assessment or remediation on the same property. 


ASK FOR YOUR MOLD REMEDIATION PLAN, MOLD 
REMEDIATION WORK PLAN, POST-REMEDIATION 
ASSESSMENT AND CLEARANCE REPORT 
Before the project starts, both Licensed Mold Assessment 
Contractors and Licensed Mold Remediation Contractors 
are required to provide a written plan to you, the vulnerable 
consumer. Licensed Mold Assessment Contractors are 
required to draft and provide an itemized Mold Remediation 
Plan (a.k.a. Work Analysis) for you before any remediation 
work commences. This plan must include the following: (a) 
the rooms or areas where the work will be performed; (b) the 
estimated quantities of materials to be cleaned or removed; 
(c) the methods to be used for each type of remediation in 
each type of area; (d) the personal protection equipment 
(PPE) to be supplied by licensed remediators for use by 
licensed abaters; (e) the proposed clearance procedures 
and criteria for each type of remediation in each type of area; 
(f) when the project is a building that is currently occupied, 
how to properly notify such occupants of such projects 
taking into consideration proper health concerns; the plan 
must also provide recommendations for notice and posting 
requirements that are appropriate for the project size, 
duration and points of entry; (g) an estimate of cost and an 
estimated time frame for completion; and (h) when possible, 
the underlying sources of moisture that may be causing the 
mold and a recommendation as to the type of contractor 
who would remedy the source of such moisture. 
Additionally, and incident thereto, Licensed Mold 
Remediation Contractors are required to prepare and 
provide to you a work plan with instructions for the 
remediation efforts to be performed for the mold remediation 
project. Such Mold Remediation Work Plans must also 
be provided to you before any work commences. After the remediation 
project is over, but before the equipment is removed from the site, another 
assessment is required by the Licensed Mold Assessment Contractor. 
This Post-Remediation Assessment is required to determine if both: (a) the 
work area is free from all visible mold; and (b) all work has been completed 
in compliance with the remediation plan and remediation work plan and 
meets clearance criteria specified in the plan. If the Post-Remediation 
Assessment determines that both (a) and (b) are satisfied, then the 
Licensed Mold Assessment Contractor is required to provide you with a 
written passed Clearance Report. However, if either or both (a) and (b) 
are not satisfied, the Licensed Mold Assessment Contractor is required to 
provide you with a written final status report, which recommends to you 
that either a new assessment be conducted, that the remediation plan as 
originally developed be completed, or the underlying causes of mold be 
addressed, as appropriate. 


HOW TO FILE A COMPLAINT 

If an unlicensed individual performs a mold remediation on your property 
and you experience property damage or, worse yet, health issues, you 
may have a legal claim that can be pursued within 3 years of when 
you were wronged (i.e., certain claims may be able to be brought after 
3 years, but others expire at the 3 year marker so consult with an attorney 
as soon as you believe that you were injured physically or financially). 
Consumers may also report complaints to the Department of Labor of the 
State of New York by emailing moldcomplaints@labor.ny.gov or by calling 
212-775-3532. Penalties for violation of the mold license law include 
suspension of licensing, revocation of licensing, refusal to renew licensing, 
orders directing the cessation of unlicensed activity, and/or fines. Initial 
fines are up to $2,000 and subsequent fines are up to $10,000. 


BONUS CONCEPT 

Unlicensed contractors who sue for breach of their construction contracts 
generally lose on their claims if defense attorneys raise the licensing 
requirement as a defense. It’s likely that the same result will follow for 
unlicensed assessors, remediators and abators.

women jogging, we have three thoughts: 

1) Motive evaluation: If you’re jogging in a 
smart little outfit with jewelry and makeup, 
we know you're jogging by the house of the 
man you want to notice you.

No False Notes Here: “The Forgotten Woman”

H ow far are you willing to go for your art? 

If you’re Margaret Meier (Ashlie Atkinson), 
the up-and-coming opera star at the center of Bay 
Street Theater's world premiere of The Forgotten 
Woman, there’s no easy answer. This exciting and 
passionate new play from Jonathan Tolins is, on 
the surface, about the peculiar and quirky world of 
opera professionals. But you needn’t worry if you’re 
not an opera fan—the play is really about loving 
something so much you can’t imagine being involved 
in anything else, even if you have to make painful 
sacrifices for it. 


Margaret Meier is a 
funny, brash woman on 
the verge of becoming 
a major voice in the 
opera community. 
While staying in a

Margaret’s world is turned upside down when an 
entertainment reporter, Steve (Darren Goldstein), 
arrives to interview her. She quickly recognizes 
Steve from her high school years—he was her 
co-star in their school production of Hello Dolly. 
Steve, who knows nothing about opera, is a breath 
of fresh air for Margaret, who begins to question the 
decisions she’s made in her life when he points out 
that she doesn’t seem to be happy. 

Tolins has crafted a complex, interesting cast of 
characters. The initial impression each character 
_ makes changes by the play’s bittersweet finale, and 
everyone—from Margaret, who. harbors guilt for 
leaving her child with her sister for months at a time 
to perform, to the charming bellhop Jordan (Justin 
Mark), whose friendliness seems manufactured for 
tips but proves to be rather genuine—feels human. 
Tolins’ strong script subverts initial expectations; 
the audience may think that the world of opera is 
going to be portrayed as some theatrical farce, but 
Tolins wisely shows respect for the characters’ work 
and the world in which they live. 

Anyone who’s been involved in the arts—be it a 
school play, fine art, music—will come to appreciate 
why these people are so invested in opera. A show- 
stopping speech from Erick about a legendary 
incident at the Metropolitan Opera in which audiences 
booed Placido Domingo’s understudy off the stage is 
hilarious in its absurdity (especially because it’s 
a true story), but Erick’s impassioned storytelling 
leaves everyone riveted, including the audience. In 
another moment, Margaret’s explanation of the story 
of Ariadne auf Naxos to an initially disinterested 
Steve soon grabs his attention because of how 
intensely she loves her work. 

All of these scenes are anchored by strong 
performances across the board. Atkinson is 
a powerful actress who delivers a truthful, often 
brutally honest performance as a woman unhappy 
with some of the directions her life has gone in.

Stanton and Goldstein are great foils for each other; 
Stanton’s square Rudolph is contrasted sharply by 
Goldstein’s suave, sexy performance as Steve. Junek, 
whose character could have come off as shrill and 
annoying in lesser hands, gives Erick a vulnerability 
that is well-hidden until some late-in-the-play twists 
force him to shed his ‘cold professionalism. And 
Mark, who is given less to do, does a great job 
portraying a young guy who is a lot smarter than his 
simple, chatty demeanor lets on. 

The Forgotten Woman is filled with surprises, 
from the script and characters to the elegant set by 


Tim Mackabee. Most surprising, however, is how 
relatable The Forgotten Woman is, using a niche art 
form like opera to ask universal, difficult questions 
without providing easy answers. Rudolph and Erick 
may worry that Margaret’s going to blow out her 
voice before her show, but The Forgotten Woman 
never hits a false note. AB.

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Crime and Wit: Two Books for the Beach

First target practice, then 
Pek _ homicide investigation. So 
BY THE _ begins Lawrence Kelter’s 
_ crime novel, Secrets of the 
Kill (F Street Books), starring 
smart-mouthed, ex-Marine- 
now-FBl-agent sleuth Chloe 
Mather. A tough detective 
who’s spent time fighting 
in Afghanistan, Mather is a 
delightful heroine. She gets on 
well with her live-in love Liam, a meteorologist, and 
they share a cottage in Huntington with Mather’s 
mother, Grace. 
Mather is feisty and smart—it takes her no time 
at all to discover the identity of the homicide

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victim, a young woman whose dismembered 
torso has been accidentally speared by a 
man fishing illegally. The victim, Rachel 
Rubin, was working for Israeli intelligence 
and stationed at an office masquerading as 
a freight transport business not far from 
JFK airport. The office, as it happened, was 
a front for a Mob operation: an exchange 
program—heroin for guns, with the guns 
being sent to a well-heeled sheik planning to 
kill thousands of Jews in New York. 

The narration keeps switching from 
Mather’s first-person point of view to third- 
person description of the actions of secondary 
characters, many of them Mafiosi in Florida 
and New York. The shift away from Mather 
(and from Liam and Grace, who never appear 
again) is unfortunate because Mather’s a 
hoot. We miss her when she’s not around. The 
most engaging parts of the novel involve put-down 
exchanges between Mather and her FBI partner, the 
fast-talking, equally funny Dominic Cabrera (who, for 
some reason, calls Mather “Gumdrop”). These two 
match each other insult for insult. No romance, but 
lots of affection and mutual respect. 

Meanwhile, an airplane is in distress. The crew 
of an incoming Israeli Air Force Gulfstream have 
mysteriously fallen unconscious. Though exciting, 
these chapters .seem removed from the ones in 
Mather’s voice—especially as the narrative veers 
into the ideology of terrorists versus Israel. 

Eventually everything is explained, including some 
simulation technology, but even so, a reader may 
wonder about clues that were kept “secret.” Secrets 
of the Kill is a fast-moving romp even if it misses 
the mark as a thriller. Kelter, who has a fine comic 
sense, should roll it out without distraction next 
time and stay away from international scenarios 
that, in real life, often seem stranger, and more 
secretive, than fiction. 


Ellen Meister’s Dorothy Parker Drank Here (Putnam) 
comes close on the heels of her first fictional frolic 
with the literary heroine. The earlier book (called 
Farewell, Dorothy Parker) generated a following for 
the author, especially online where her Dorothy 
Parker Facebook Page has attracted more than 
170,000 likes. Fans, of course, will be delighted to 
have another opportunity, with this latest book, to 
savor Parker’s deliciously cynical, wickedly witty 
bon mots, and will, most likely, cut Meister a lot of 
slack in the plot department. 

More literary types, though, may grow impatient 
with a narrative that features Parker’s materializing 
ghost. When the Algonquin Hotel’s Guest Book, 
containing Parker’s signature, is opened, she’s 
able to assume a corporeal form. She does so, 
albeit reluctantly at first, to assist young Norah 
Wolfe, a television producer who’s come across 
the book at the hotel. If Wolfe can just find once- 
famous author, Ted Shriver, and talk him into 
appearing on a failing TV show, the show, and 
Wolfe’s job, may be saved. Shriver is not easy 
to convince. Disgraced after his last novel was 
discovered to have contained plagiarized passages, 
he lives alone and drinks. 

The concept is a bit of a stretch, especially as the 
reader intuits early on what “deeply buried secret” 
exists between Shriver and Wolfe. What the author 
has done, in short, is contrive an excuse to channel 
the Queen of the famed Algonquin Roundtable. The 
narrative frequently pauses for Parkerisms, which 
are wonderful but would shine no matter what. It’s 
well-meaning fun, despite the obvious plot twist, 
gratuitous contributions by Parker and the less 
than seamless integration of domestic and literary 
themes. Still, Meister, who teaches creative writing 
at Hofstra University in its Continuing Education 
program, seems to have had a good time writing the 
book, and there’s nothing wrong with that. 4

Where to wine and dine 
on the East End.

wallow East in Montauk is a great place to get 

shwasted. | know this first hand, but having 
enjoyed myself there I highly recommend that, before 
you get to that state, you enjoy a selection of dishes 
from the menu. 

In addition to being remarkably open and 
welcoming, Swallow East is a contender for hippest 
eatery in Montauk—authentic Montauk photos on 
the wall, a cute staff, PBR on the bar menu, loads 
of outdoor seating. And the swallow name and logo 
are based on the traditional nautical tattoo of a 
migrating bird. 

On a recent Thursday evening my friend, Chef 
Bunnii Buglione, and I were happy to try a number of 
small plates from the menu of 18 regular items. We 
ordered six, plus dessert. I ended up taking about half 
_ of our bowl of Curry Mussels home to my husband. 
The ginger notes weren’t quite as prominent by the 
time the “hubby bag” reached Sag Harbor, but he 
quite liked the bivalves. I promised we’d check out 
Swallow East together soon—if they let me back in. 

Swallow East is a big place. Bunnii and I sat near the 
open kitchen, but not at its counter. This was a good 
thing because, | don’t presume to speak for Bunnii, but 
I would have flirted intensely with the cute chefs 
back there. 

Bunnii started with a Mini Wedge Salad, with 
a not-that-mini wedge of iceberg lettuce. It 
features tomatoes, Maytag blue cheese and 
a buttermilk dressing that we agreed had

a delightful dose of mustard in it. | began with the 
Slow Roasted Beet Salad, which includes, in addition 
to red beets, very fresh arugula, creamy goat cheese,

beet/cheese/nut was a blast! 


Both of these salads—in fact most of the dishes 
we saw—are given a beautiful presentation and 
generally the “small plates” are not so small. 

I dove into a Burrata Mozzarella with almond 
pesto and cherry tomatoes, which was drizzled with

almond pesto was as good as I'd hoped it 
would be, a fabulous texture. Bunnii helped 
me a bit in devouring the gooey, rich cheese. I 
should probably find a dining partner who eats 
more to better keep me from overindulging. 
(Though goo is my favorite food group, which 
can’t be helped.) Bunnii is a dear friend and 
something of an enabler. Here’s where the 
trouble started: I] ordered and thoroughly 
enjoyed a cold pint of Montauk Brewing 
Company’s Session IPA, which Swallow East 
has on draught. Bunnii ordered Swallow East’s 
“Mademoiselle” cocktail, which contains 
prosecco, St. Germain, Lillet Rose and a curl 
of fresh orange. She took two tiny sips, said 
she loved it, but that it was too strong for our 
designated driver and handed it over to me. 

The gluten-sensitive Bunnii had the 
Margarita Wings, which our helpful server Liz 
assured us are not flour-coated. Their honey 
lime glaze leaves them tasting primarily of 
mild vinegar. They’re quite good and they 
talk. They say, “Drink beer with me all night 
long!” Interesting. 

Bunnii was excited to see Pomme Frites 
on the menu and declared upon trying them 
that they are “potentially the perfect french 
fry—like mashed potato inside, not greasy, 
not coated in flour.” I concurred—hand-cut, 
served with rosemary and a mild thyme aioli, 
these little babies hit all the marks. 

Bunnii ordered a coffee to accompany our 

shared dessert as if SHE needed to sober up. 
Our hot, housemade waffle arrived topped 
by two scoops of vanilla gelato, the whole 
sprinkled with chocolate mini chips. Bunnii 
forked a chunk of waffle and immediately 
declared, “That’s worth joint pain.” Of course | 
ended up eating most of this light confection and its 
gelato buddies. 
I forgot to grab my packaged mussels and Liz 
was nice enough to run after us to give them to me 
again. I stumbled into Bunnii’s car. There followed 
some trespassing at a property in Amaganseit. I’m 
pretty sure that the images in my head involving the 
destruction of old-style gas pumps are just a dream 
that I had.
